The  district  consists  of  four  townships,  viz  :  Astley,  Culcheth, 
Kenyon,  and  Lowton,  which  are  divided  into  two  areas,  the  town¬ 
ship  of  Astley  being  separated  from  the  rest  of  the  district  by 
a  portion  of  the  Borough  of  Leigh. 

Lowton,  Kenyon  and  Culcheth  form  one  continuous  area  on 
the  southern  boundary  of  the  Leigh  Borough.  The  district  is  flat, 
and  most  of  the  land  is  agricultural.  The  subsoil  is  chiefly  clay, 
with  some  sand  and  gravel  in  places. 
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The  greater  portion  of  the  population  is  composed  of  the 
industrial  class,  and  these  inhabitants  are  mainly  employed  in 
Agriculture,  Cotton  Mills,  Coal  Mines,  and  Confectionery  Works. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT. 

Notifications  of  Births  were  received  in  198  cases. 

BIRTHS. 

During  1925  the  births  registered  in  the  district  numbered 
199 — Males  102  ;  Females  97 — -  giving  an  annual  birth  rate  of 
17*1  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.

In  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  for  1925  the  Birth  Rate 
was  18*3  ;  Death  Rate,  12.2;  Infant  Mortality,  75- 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  more  populated  portions  of  the  district  are  provided  with 
a  constant  supply  of  water  from  waterworks.  There  are,  however, 
a  number  of  farms  where  surface  wells  are  the  only  available 
supph.  The  number  of  these  is  comparatively  small  and  are 
situated  at  outlying-  farms. 

Astley  is  supplied  by  water  from  the  Manchester  Corporation, 
and  a  reserve  supply  of  Liverpool  water  from  the  Borough 
of  Leigh. 

Culcheth  and  Kenyon  are  supplied  by  the  County  Borough  of 
W  arrington. 

Lowton  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Liverpool  Corporation 
from  Abram  and  also  from  Newton-in-M.akerfield  U.D.C 

Water  mains  have  been  extended  in  Warrington  Road,  Risley, 
and  Holcroft  Lane,  Newchurch,  which  has  provided  the  Council 
School,  a  Dairy  Farm  and  Seven  Divelli.ig-houses  with  a  constant 
supply  of  wholesome  water. 


WELLS. 

Two  samples  of  well  water  have  been  submitted  for  analysis, 
both  of  which  proved  to  be  polluted.  Tap  water  has  been  laid  on 
in  each  case. 

1  ap  water  has  also  been  laid  on  in  seven  other  houses,  which 
had  an  insufficient  water  supply. 
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RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  ditches  are  cleaned  out  by  the  Council’s  workmen. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Astley-  The  greater  portion  of  the  sewage  is  discharged 
into’  the  sewage  system  of  Tyldesley.  A  small  portion  is  dealt 
with  at  a  small  sewage  works  of  the  Council,  but  a  scheme  is 
under  consideration  for  pumping  this  sewage  into  the  Tyldesley 
sewers.  When  this  is  completed,  the  township  will  be  well 
sewered 

Culcheth. — A  few  houses  in  this  township  are  connected  to 
a  small  sewage  bed  in  Glazehury.  The  sewage  of  the  remainder  is 
conveyed  into  sewage  ditches  and  cesspools,  and  these  are  cleaned 
out  regularly. 

Kenyon  consists  chiefly  of  scattered  farms.  The  sewage  is  dis- 
charged  into  cesspools  and  sewage  ditches. 

LiOwton.- — A  large  portion  of  this  township  is  properly  piped, 
and  the  sewage  is  conveyed  to  three  small  sewage  works,  but  in 
the  other  portion  of  the  township  the  sewage  is  discharged  into 
open  ditches.  It  has  been  recognized  that  the  method  in  use  is 
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unsatisfactory,  and  a  scheme  has  been  prepared  to  lay  a  new 
sewer  from  Lowton  to  a  new  sewage  works  situate  in  Culcheth. 
This  scheme  is  again  under  review.  When  this  is  completed, 
the  drainage  and  sewerage  should  be  much  improved.

1  here  was  one  prosecution  for  selling  Adulterated  Milk  (a  Q°/o 
added  water).  A  fine  of  yC5  was  inflicted. 

There  are  120  Cowsheds  in  the  district  and  72  reeistered 
keepers.  201  inspections  have  been  made.  1  he  following  defects 
have  been  remedied:  Ventilation,  1;  light,  2;  drainage,  2  ;  lime- 
washing,  5.  The  cowsheds  are  gradually  being  put  into  order, 
but  in  several  cases  more  air  space,  more  light,  better  ventilation 
and  drainage  are  required. 


There  are  three  registered  retailers  of  milk  who  are  not  pro¬ 
ducers. 

Milk  (Special  Designation)  Order,  1923.  No  licenses  have 
been  issued  in  this  district  with  respect  to  graded  milk. 
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Other  Foods — Thirty-three  inspections  have  been  made  of 
Slaughter-houses  and  other  premises  where  food  is  manufactured, 
prepared,  stored  or  exposed  for  sale.  No  diseased  or  unsound  meat 
or  other  food  has  been  condemned  during  the  year.  Informal  notice 
has  been  given  in  one  case  to  improve  conditions  under  which  food

is  prepared  for  sale. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.

123,  compared  with  167  in  1924  and  121  in  1923.

TYPHOID  FEVER- 

One  case  was  notified  during  the  year  in  Culcheth. 

SMALLPOX. 

The  district  was  free  from  this  disease. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Twenty-seven  cases  were  notified,  seven  occurring  in  persons 
under  five  years  of  age,  and  twenty  in  persons  over  five  years 
of  age — Six  in  Astley,  nine  in  Culcheth,  none  in  Kenyon,  twelve  in 
Lowton.  Sixteen  cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 
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DIPHTHERIA  AND  MEMBRANEOUS  CROUP. 

Fom  teen  cases  were  notified,  six  in  Astley,  seven  in  Lowton, 
one  in  Kenyon.  P'our  occurred  in  persons  under  five  years  of 
age  ;  ten  occurred  in  persons  over  five  years  of  age.  Eleven  cases 
were  removed  to  hospital. 


ERYSIPELAS. 

Twenty-two  cases  were  notiffed,  six  in  Astley,  five  in  Lowton, 
ten  in  Culcheth  and  one  in  Kenyon,  one  in  persons  under  five  years 
of  age,  twenty-one  in  persons  over  five  years  of  age. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

One  case  was  notified,  in  an  infant  under  one  year  of  age,  in 
Astley . 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  in  Astley.

(a)  Pulmonary. 

Ali  cases  were  visited,  and  instructions  given  as  to  the 
necessary  precautions  to  be  taken  to  pre\Tent  the  spread  of  the 
disease.  Eight  cases  were  removed  to  Tuberculosis  Sanatoria. 

The  houses  were  disinfected  afterwards. 

Four  deaths  occurred  from  Phthisis.  1  he  death-rate  from 
Phthisis  is  0.34  ;  2  Males,  2  Females. 

(&)  Non-Pulmonary. 

Excluding  Phthisis,  Tuberculous  Diseases  caused  2  deaths  , 
both  being  Males. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

Seven  specimens  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Manchester.  Outfits  are  available  for  the  medical  men  practising 
in  the  area-  22  specimens  were  also  examined  at  the  Laboratory 
at  Wigan  Infirmary.  Of  these,  24  were  Throat  Swabs,  1  Sputum, 
and  4  were  Samples  of  Water  for  Chemical  and  Bacteriological 
Examination.

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SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  staff  consists  of  Medical  Officer  (part-time)  and  Inspector 
of  Nuisances  (whole-time),  who  is  also  Inspector  of  Canal  Boats, 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds,  Factories  and  Workshops,  and  also 
Designated  Officer  under  the  Housing  Acts. 

Sufficient  Hospital  accommodation  is  provided  for  ordinary 
Infectious  Disease  and  Small-Pox  by  the  Leigh  joint  Hospital 
Board,  the  Leigh  Rural  District  Council  being  one  of  the  Con¬ 
stituent  Authorities.  A  Washington-Lyon  steam  disinfector  is 
available  for  the  disinfection  of  Bedding  and  Clothing. 

H  O  SP I T  A  L  A  CCOM  M  OD  ATI O  N . 

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  accommodated  in  sanatoria  under 
the  Lancashire  County  Council’s  supervision.  Surgical,  Maternity 
and  other  cases  requiring  treatment  in  hospital  are  sent  to  the 
various  hospitals  in  surrounding  towns,  chiefly  Leigh,  Salford 
and  Manchester.
